INTRODUCTORY. 


IN  the  publication  of  this  little  treatise  it  is  desired  to  accom¬ 
plish  that  which  is  seldom  met  with  in  works  on  similar 
subjects— to  state  facts  and  discuss  delicate  topics  in  a 
clear,  simple,  and  intelligent  manner,  at  the  same  time  using 
only  the  most  refined  and  decorous  expessions,  incapable  of 
offending  the  most  fastidious. 

Professor  La  Salle  is  aware  that  in  offering  to  the  public  a 
treatment  applicable  only  to  ladies,  especially  for  those  com¬ 
plaints  which  cannot  be  other  than  private  in  their  nature,  he  is 
labouring  under  a  disadvantage,  because  pure-minded,  respect¬ 
able  people  are  apt  to  associate  such  treatment  wkh  the  fraudu¬ 
lent  and  coarsely  advertised  preparations  that  abound  in  the 
public  prints. 

In  the  interests  of  womankind  generally,  and  particularly  those 
ladies  whose  necessities  demand  skilled  and  reliable  treatment  at 
critical  periods7  the  results  of  years  of  experience  and  research, 
Both  in  England  and  America,  are  offered  here.  The  advice 
given  and  the  treatment  offered  to  the  fair  reader,  are  of  the 
greatest  importance,  and  demand  careful  and  thoughtful  con¬ 
sideration. 

It  is,  unfortunately,  an  undoubted  fact  that  amongst  women 
in  all  grades  of  society,  even  those  of  matured  age,  there  is  a 
deplorable  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  particular  function  of  the 
sex  known  as  Menstruation,  the  normal  and  healthy  performance 
of  which,  during  the  prime  of  their  lives,  is  absolutely  indispen- 
sible  to  happiness,  health,  personal  beauty,  proper  development 
of  the  physique,  and  the  discharge  of  their  obligations  to  society. 
It  is  so  closely  connected  with  the  rest  of  the  economy  of  the 
female  organism,  so  intimately  associated  with  the  nervous  and 
muscular  systems,  that  even  the  simplest  local  derangement 
affects  the  habits,  manners,  the  spirits  and  the  mentality,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  general  health. 


MENSTRUAL 


DERANGEMENTS. 


EFORE  dealing  with  the  complications  of  Men¬ 
strual  Derangements  it  may  be  well  to  briefly 
describe  some  of  the  general  characteristics  of 
of  the  function  itself.  The  organs  which  pro¬ 
duce  Menstruation  are  the  uterus  (or  womb)  and  the  ovaries,  the 
latter  being  two  oval-shaped  glands  connected  with  the  womb 
by  tubes  and  ligaments  of  extreme  delicacy,  known  as  the 
Fallopian  tubes.  The  ovaries  enlarge  at  the  puberty,  and  are 
thereafter  intimately  connected  with  the  health  and  development 
of  the  female  system.  Their  function  is  to  produce  the  germs 
which  are  the  female  contribution  towards  the  creation  of  new 
life.  Each  ovary  contains  twenty  or  thirty  small  cells  known  as 
the  Graafian  Vesicles.  From  these  cells  come  the  ova  (or  eggs) 
which  are  discharged  during  Menstruation  into  the  womb 
through  the  Fallopian  tubes.  When  once  lodged  in  the  womb, 
impregnation  may  ensue,  should  coition  take  place  and  the 
male  fluid  come  in  contact  with  the  ova.  The  maturation  of  the 
ova  is  attended  with  a  degree  of  excitement  which  causes  in¬ 
flammatory  congestion  and  the  gathering  of  blood  in  the  uterine 
organs.  At  the  end  of  the  Menstural  period  this  congestion  sub¬ 
sides,  the  distended  blood-vessels  and  glands  having  thrown  off 
the  surplus  blood  and  mucus. 


The  principal  deviations  from  the  normal  performance  of  '  he 
Menstrual  process  are  known  as  (i)  Amenorrhea,  which 
signifies  absence  or  suspension  of  the  menses;  (2)Dysmenorrhea, 
which  denotes  pain  fill,  difficult,  and  scanty  Menstruation  ;  and 
(3)  Menorragia,  which  describes  excessive  flowing  and  too 
copious  discharges. 
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AMENORRHEA. 


UNDER  this  heading  are  included  the  Derangements 
commonly  known  as  Suppressions,  Irregularities, 
Obstructions,  and  Stoppages.  What  is  to  be 
considered  here  is  relief  for  the  suppression  of  the  Menses  after 
the  function  has  once  been  established.  No  space  will  be  given 
to  those  cases  (which  most  often  are  found  in  young  girls)  in 
which  the  flow  has  never  begun,  for  in  many  instances  these 
require  the  attention  of  a  surgeon. 

There  are  thousands  of  women,  both  married  and  single,  con¬ 
stantly  r  quiring  relief  i rom  the  suppression  of  the  menses,  and 
since  these  cases  can  usually  be  treated  with  proper  remedies, 
which  may  be  sent  by  post,  the  chief  end  of  this  book  is  to 
facilitate  their  treatment. 

One  thing  especially  to  be  undei stood  by  ladies  is  that  no 
matter  zvhat  the  cause,  the  supi  ression  of  the  menses  is  a  grave 
uterine  trouble,  and  cannot  exist  for  any  length  of  time  without 
involving  serious  consequences. 

The  periods  should  be  watched  as  carefully  as  though  life 
depended  on  them,  and  if  they  do  not  appear  on  the  exact  date 
expected,  and  when  due,  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  bring 
on  the  flow. 

I'he  cessation  of  the  menstrual  flow  may  be  due  to  one  or 
more  of  many  causes,  and  it  is  not  always  easy  for  the  lady  to 
tell  to  a  certainty  just  what  the  cause  is.  Some  remarks  on 
subsequent  pages  will  explain  ihe  reasons. 

The  number  of  Married  Ladies  who  are  sufferers  from 
Suppression  is  legion,  and  it  is  well  known  that  the  strain  and 
excitement  incident  to  married  life  are  frequent  sources  of  much 
trouble  to  them  in  this  respect. 

Since  it  is  possible,  by  proper  and  suitable  treatment,  to 
secure  regularity  of  the  menstrual  flow,  and  restore  the  normal 
condition  of  perfect  health,  there  is  no  reason  why  ladies  should 
suffer  from  Irregularity  or  Suppression. 

Professor  La  Salle’s  Scientific  Treatment  quickly  brings  relief, 
removes  obstructions,  and  restores  the  female  organism  to  per¬ 
fect  health. 
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Ladies  may  also  secure  immunity  and  absolute  freedom  from 
Suppression  or  Irregularity  by  keeping  this  treatment  on  hand, 
and  taking  it  five  or  six  days  before  the  date  of  the  expected 
period.

TREATMENT  FOR  SUPPRESSION.

Treatment  Number  Two 

Is  especially  prepared  to  relieve  serious  cases  of  long  standing. 
Here  additional  remedies  are  employed,  stronger  medicines  used, 
and  a  thoroughly  complete  treatment  given.  In  almost  all 
cases  this  treatment  will  act  within  two  or  three  days,  and,  if 
the  patient  is  anxious  to  secure  quick  results,  it  is  always  the 
preferable  treatment.  It  is  safe  and  harmless,  containing  only 
strictly  non-poisonous  ingredients,  and  can  be  depended  to  bring 
about  a  healthy  and  vigorous  menstruation.  It  can  also  be  used 
as  a  preventative  by  taking  it  for  a  few  days  previous  to  the 
date  of  the  usual  period.

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Treatment  Number  Three 

Is  the  very  strongest  compound,  and  is  the  preparation  to  be 
taken  in  the  most  obstinate  cases .  It  is  not  a  single  mixture,  but 
a  variety  of  medicines  put  up  in  separate  forms,  and  which  act 
in  conjunction.  No  case  can  resist  this  treatment  unless  past  ail 
help  of  medicine.  Full  and  exhaustive  instructions  are  given  with 
this  treatment,  involving  Hygienic  and  Massage  methods.  On 
account  of  the  extensive  character  of  this  treatment  and  the  cost 
of  the  various  preparations,  it  is  necessarily  somewhat  expensive, 
but  it  is  hardly  thought  that  the  cost  will  deter  many  from  using 
it  when  circumstances  require  it.  Price  15/6,  post  free.

DYSMENORRHEA. 

THIS  form  of  Menstrual  malady  is  a  difficult  and  painful 
performance  of  the  function  when  it  recurs.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  phases  of  it  are  the  Neuralgic  and  “the  Congestive. 
If  abnormal  conditions  exist,  either  in  the  structures  from  which 
the  blood  flows  into  the  uterus,  or  any  other  of  the  adjacent 
parts,  they  become  congested,  menstruation  becomes  exceedingly 
difficult  and  painful,  and  is  seriously  injurious  to  health  by  the 
agonizing  suffering  it  produces,  the  pain  being  often  so  acute  as 
to  cause  the  sufferer  to  writhe  in  agony. 

In  the  Neuralgic  form  there  is  an  extreme  sensitiven  ;ss  of  the 
ovarian  and  uterine  nerves,  which  is  sympathetically  referred  to 
distant  nerve  centres,  and,  disordering  the  general  nervous 
system,  reflects  upon  the  menstrual  function,  causing  spasmodic 
paroxysms  of  pain,  which  are  said  to  be  more  intensely  distressing 
than  those  of  labour  experienced  during  parturition. 

In  the  Congestive  form  the  continuance  of  the  flow  is  inter¬ 
rupted  after  its  commencement  by  a  superabundant  afflux  of 
blood  to  the  parts,  arresting  the  exudation,  and  it  is  almost  need¬ 
less  to  add  that  it  is  chiefly  in  women  of  plethoric  temperament 
that  this  derangement  occurs. 


TREATMENT. 

The  two  forms  of  the  above  complaint  require  two  separate 
kinds  of  medicines  and  treatments.  Professor  La  Salle  has  a 
specific  for  each  form  which  is  sent  according  to  the  requirements 
of  each  case.

MENORRHAGIA. 

THTS  signifies  an  immoderate  or  profuse  continuance  of  the 
monthly  loss,  and  is  a  common  and  also  a  serious  ailment 
among  women.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  is 
an  extremely  debilitating  disorder,  and  should  not  be  neglected, 
as  it  is  a  constant  drain  upon  the  strength,  and  will,  in  a  short 
time,  undermine  the  strongest  constitution. 

This  form  of  Menstrual  derangement  usually  requires  the 
assistance  and  personal  examination  of  a  medical  man.  For  the 
reason  that  the  remedies  employed  are  usually  different  in  each 
case,  and  cannot  be  determined  without  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  patient’s  symptoms,  no  remedy  is  offered  here.  Ladies 
who  suffer  from  excessive  flow  should  consult  their  local  physician 
at  once,  and  take  early  means  of  restoring  their  health. 


CONCEPTION  AND  PREGNANCY. 


CLOSELY  connected  with  the  subject  of  Menstruation  is 
the  Condition  of  Pregnancy,  and  a  few  words  upon  it 
and  the  nature  of  Conception  will  be  of  interest  and 
value  to  those  who  have  not  been  previously  informed. 

Conception  is  the  natural  result  of  coition,  and,  if  there  are  no 
disorders  or  weaknesses  of  the  sexual  organisms,  it  will  usually 
follow  sexual  intercourse,  unless  interfered  with  by  artificial 
means. 

Women  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  Conception  may 
take  place  at  any  time,  either  during  the  menstrual  period  or  at 
any  stage  of  the  term  between  the  monthly  periods.  The 
funci ion  of  Conception  is  accomplished  by  the  ovum,  which  is 
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evolved  from  the  female  ovary  during  the  menstrual  period, 
coming  in  contact  with  the  fluid  from  the  male,  and,  while  it  is 
usual  for  the  ovum  of  the  female  to  be  discharged  and  carried 
out  of  the  body  at  the  lime  of  the  Menstrual  flow,  yet  this  does 
not  necessarily  occur.  In  a  great  many  cases  the  ovum  is 
retained  for  several  days  after  the  period  has  ceased,  ^nd  medical 
science  has  not  d  termined  yet  how  long  the  ovum  of  the  female 
may  be  retained  in  the  uterus  in  a  condition  of  impregnability. 
So  that  Conception  is  liable  to  occur  at  any  time,  and  no  theory 
of  abstinence  during  a  few  days  before  and  for  a  few  days  after 
menstruation  can  be  relied  upon  to  avert  Conception. 

Once  Conception  has  been  completed,  all  the  conditions  of 
pregnancy  are  set  in  motion.  The  period  of  gestation  is  usually 
about  280  days,  counting  from  a  day  three  days  after  the  last 
“  unwell  period  was  ended.  This  date  is  chosen  because 
observation  has  demonstrated  that  more  conceptions  take  place 
about  this  time,  say  from  one  to  four  days  after  the  period,  than 
at  any  other  time  in  the  month. 

The  signs  of  Pregnancy  are  :  ceasing  to  be  “  unwell ,”  or  the 
absence  of  the  Menstrual  flow  at  the  next  natural  date  and  there¬ 
after  ;  morning  sickness,  which  is  noticed  within  a  week,  some¬ 
times,  and  usually  within  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks  after  Con¬ 
ception  ;  shooting ,  throbbing  pains  in  the  breasts ,  with  soreness  of 
the  nipples,  which  occur  within  a  few  weeks  after  Conception  ; 
and,  lastly,  a  dark  brozvn  colour  around  the  nipple ,  which  is 
almost  always  noticed  at  the  beginning  of  the  sjcond  month. 

There  are  also  o  her  sigas  which  are  familiar  to  the  surgeon 
or  physician,  but  need  not  be  given  here.  All  these  symptoms 
are  present  within  from  a  few  days  to  the  end  of  the  second 
month  of  Pregnancy,  and  after  that  the  swelled-out  abdomen 
and  feeling  of  fullness  will  be  so  noticeable  that  the  cause  will 
not  be  mistaken  ordinarily. 

Ladies  will  frequently  be  ignorant  of  their  condition  until  even 
the  second  or  third  month,  if  they  are  unaware  of  these 
indications,  and,  since  Pregnancy  is  a  function  of  such  vral 
importance  to  all  women,  they  should  be  instructed  in  its  signs 
so  that  they  may  understand  their  responsibilities.  The  symptoms 
of  Pregnancy  are  also  very  often  mistaken  for  simple  Amenorrhea, 
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and  much  needless  anxiety  occasioned  thereby.  Except  the 
stoppage  of  the  Menstrual  function  is  actually  caused  by  Preg¬ 
nancy,  the  evil  results  to  the  health  are  so  serious  that  no  delay 
should  be  permitted  in  restoring  it  to  its  normal  condition.  In 
any  case,  the  lady  should  ascertain  the  cause  at  once. 

In  this  connection,  Professor  La  Salle  desires  to  offer  a  word 
of  encouragement’ and  comfort  to  ladies.  While  it  is  not  in¬ 
tended  to  underrate  the  vital  importance  of  securing  the  earliest 
possible  appearance  of  the  Menstrual  flow  when  it  has  failed  to 
be  in  evidence  at  the  expected  time,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow 
that  the  cause  is  always  the  same,  or  that  it  is  the  one  most 
dreaded. 

1  he  Menstrual  flow  depends  upon  the  healthy  condition  of 
organs  as  delicate  and  sensitive  as  the  works  of  the  finest  and 
most  intricate  watch.  Now  in  order  that  this  flow  may  be 
periodically  sustained,  it  is  requisite  that  these  organs  should  be 
in  a  normal,  vigorous,  and  energetic  condition.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  womb  and  other  uterine  organs  are  the  weakest  and 
most  impressionable  parts  of  a  woman’s  system.  Overwork,  a 
sudden  cold,  strains  or  violent  exertion,  may  derange  this  net¬ 
work  of  fragile  organism,  and,  should  the  Menstrual  period  be 
due  at  such  a  time,  it  might  readily  fail  to  make  its  appearance 
from  one  or  more  of  these  causes. 

Again,  local  irritation  and  chronic  ailments  arising  from 
neglected  Leucorrhoea  (the  “whites”)  or  kindred  discharges, 
frequently  cause  Menstrual  suppressions  and  irregularities. 
Another  very  fruitful  cause  of  Menstrual  suppression  is  that  con¬ 
dition  of  the  blood  known  as  Anaemia.  This  is  simply  thinness 
or  poverty  of  vitality,  and  is  especially  noticeable  in  women  of 
delicate  constitutions,  particularly  if  they  live  indolent  and 
luxurious  lives. 

This  weakly  condition  is  almost  the  inevitable  result  of  tight- 
lacing,  late  hours,  irregular  meals,  rich,  indigestible  food,  lack  of 
fresh  air,  and,  oftentimes,  partly  from  excessive  indulgence  in 
wines  and  spirits.  So  that  constitutional  causes  are  frequently 
the  reasons  of  derangements,  and  suppressions,  and  no  woman 
should  hastily  jump  at  conclusions  in  case  her  Menstrual  flow 
fails  to  appear  at  the  expected  time. 
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Again,  among  married  women  mistakes  are  quite  as  often 
made  as  to  the  cause.  Especially  is  this  true  of  those  assum- 
the  wifely  functions  for  the  first  time.  The  act  of  coition  is 
one  that  produces  a  violent  shock  to  the  womb,  and  to  the 
nerves  and  blood-vessels  connected  with  it.  There  are  excite¬ 
ment  and  exhaustion  in  most  cases,  and  the  result  is  not  in- 
frequently  Menstrual  derangements,  even  suppressions  of  one, 
two,  or  three  months  duration,  which  are  only  temporary  in 
their  nature,  and  can  be  easily  overcome  by  proper  treatment 
in  a  few  days. 

That  Pregnancy  need  not  be  necessarily  suspected  by  married 
women  whose  periods  are  delayed  or  behind  time,  may  be 
further  explained  by  stating  that  statistics  show  that  barren 
women  are  very  numerous,  especially  among  the  upper  classes. 
It  is  said  by  the  most  eminent  medical  authorities  that  at  least 
one  woman  out  of  every  eight  never  could  have  children,  even 
under  the  most  favourable  conditions. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  few  words  of  admonition  and  warning 
are  equally  important.  The  bare  possibility  of  serious  conse¬ 
quences  makes  it  absolutely  necessary  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  restore  the  Menstrual  flow  as  soon  as  the  need  is  discovered 
Not  a  day,  nor  an  hour  can  safely  be  lost,  since  each  day  that 
the  difficulty  is  allowed  to  stand  increased  the  uncertainty  of  relief. 
While  Professor  La  Salle  would  not  cause  needless  alarm,  or 
add  to  the  anxiety  of  the  anxiety  of  the  sufferer,  he  feels  that  he 
cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the  importance  of  prompt  action 
in  every  case,  whatever  the  cause . 


PREVENTION  OF  CONCEPTION. 


THE  question  of  whether  it  is  right  or  wrong  to  use  arti¬ 
ficial  means  for  the  Prevention  of  Conception  is  one 
which  has  many  defenders  on  either  side,  and,  since  it  is 
ar  open  question,  every  lady  must  decide  it  for  herself. 

In  this  pamphlet  it  is  simply  proposed  to  state  facts,  and  fur¬ 
nish  information  which  those  disposed  to  adopt  can  take  advan¬ 
tage  of,  if  they  are  so  inclined. 


One  may  try  several  methods,  including  the  use  of  “  Letters,” 
pessaries,  and  sponges,  or  they  can  use  chemical  ingredients  Th 
The  form  of  washes  and  injections. 


Most  men  will  not  use  “  Letters”  continuously,  and  few  ladies 
will  endure  the  constant  use  of  pessaries  and  other  instrumental 
methods.  The  inconvenience  and  discomfort  attached  to  their 
use,  ■  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  protection  afforded,  make 
them  generally  unpopular. 

While  they  may  secure  immunity  to  some,  and  may  do  some 
good  to  all,  if  properly  adjusted,  the  frequent  mishaps  which 
attend  their  use  cause  most  people  to  discard  them  or  never  to 
use  them  at  all. 


Whether  the  pessaries  are  used  or  not,  it  is  always  necessary 
to  use  an  injection  afterwards  if  absolute  safety  is  desired,  and, 
since  the  injection  will  answer  all  purposes,  there  is  no  reason 
why  other  means  should  be  employed . 

The  whole  secret  of  the  matter  depends  upon  having  an 
effective  compound  to  use  in  the  form  of  an  injection,  and  the 
reason  why  some  ladies  have  not  found  such  compowids  effective 
is  because  they  do  not  contain  proper  ingredients. 

The  germs  contained  in. the  male  fluid  are  very  tenacious  of  life, 
and  there  are  but  few  substances  which  will  destroy  them. 
These  substances  are  difficult  to  obtain,  and  very  few  people 
really  know  what  .they  are.  There  are  many  things  recom- 
'TnelTded'  which  are  absolutely  worthless,  and  the  preparations 
commonly  sold  by  chemists  are  little  more  than  useless. 

Professor  La  Salle  has  a  preparation,  which  he  has  com¬ 
pounded  from  the  very  best  ingredients  obtainable  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  which  is  vitally  and  wholly  different  to  anything  sold 
in  England.

They  frequently  prefer  entrusting 
the  matter  to  someone  at  a  distance,  and  to  do  it  wholly  by 
correspondence,  as  in  that  manner  they  can  tell  plainly,  and 
without  reserve,  what  their  modesty  and  embarrassment  might 
lead  them  to  withhold  if  they  were  to  have  a  personal  interview.

In  private  and  confidential  matters  of  this  kind,  no  medical 
man,  or  proprietor  of  a  remedy,  would  dare  to  reveal  the  iden¬ 
tity  of  his  patients,  and  if  anyone  claims  to  do  so,  it  ought  to  be  a 
sufficient  reason  why  no  lady  skoidd  ever  place  herself  at  his 
mercy. 

TERMS. 


NO  greater  proof  of  the  fairness  and  honourable 
principles  which  govern  the  business  affairs  of  this 
institution  need  be  given  than  in  terms  and  conditions 

which  are  here  set  forth. 

It  has  been  clearly  shown  that  different  cases  require  different 
methods  of  treatment,  and,  since  the  remedies  administered  are 
not  always  the  same,  it  follows  that  the  price  charged  for  treat¬ 
ing  each  case  should  be  according  to  the  nature  of  the  treatment 
demanded. 

Some  cases  will  be  so  easy  to  relieve  that  only  simple  reme¬ 
dies  will  be  required,  while  in  others,  more  complicated 
medicinal  treatment,  and  the  use  of  expensive  ingredients,  may 
be  absolutely  necessary. 
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For  these  reasons  no  single  fixed  price  can  be  given,  that 
would  not  act  unfairly  to  ladies. 

Further,  it  is  especially  to  be  noted  that  the  prices  are  always 
reasonable.  No  fancy  charges  are  ever  made,  it  being  the 
policy  of  the  Professor  to  place  his  treatment  within  the  easy 
reach  of  the  masses.  So  that  a  lower  charge  is  made  for  his 
thorough  and  painstaking  treatment  than  is  usually  charged  for 
simple  bottles  of  patent  medicines,  or  boxes  of  pills. 

Payment  should  be  made  by  Postal  Order,  but  money  can  be 
sent  by  registered  letter  safely.  If  coin  is  sent  in  letter,  it  must 
be  registered. 

Every  package  is  sent  by  Parcel  Post,  securely  wrapped,  so 
that  the  most  inquisitive  person  cannot  discover  the  contents. 
No  label  or  advertising  is  put  on  the  wrapper  to  embarrass  the 
recipient,  and  no  one  can  tell  by  whom  it  was  sent,  or  from 
where  it  came  except  by  opening  the  package. 

When  parcels  are  to  be  left  at  Provincial  Post  Offices  until 
called  for,  the  full  correct  name  of  the  purchaser  must  be  given, 
as  it  is  against  the  law  for  parcels  or  letters  to  be  delivered  that 
are  simply  addressed  to  initials  or  fictitious  names.
